DRY-DOCKED: When Saturday, April 7 
dawned raw and rainy at Bowie Race Course 
a cycle was completed. For months the track in 
the pines had worked to bring about the third 
meeting of Swaps and Nashua in its platinum- 
lined extravaganza, the $100,000-added John 
B. Campbell Memorial Handicap. But despite 
all the toil and sweat that went into the prepara¬ 
tion, the race began to come apart at the seams 
on All Fools’ Day, or thereabouts. 

Sunny Jim Fitzsimmons struck the first blow 
when he pulled out Nashua because he was dis¬ 
inclined to ship the most valuable commodity on 
four legs during unsettled weather. Briefly, there 
was hope that Swaps’ connections might succumb 
to the lure of a $100,000 prize without Nashau, 
but Messrs. Ellsworth and Tenney likewise were 
reluctant to ship their star for the mile-and- 
a-sixteenth handicap. 

Then the rains came. 

The track was sloppy when Sailor, Joe Jones, 
Fisherman, Jet Action, Man of Destiny, Find 
and Ann’s Love went to the post. Even without 
Nashua and Swaps the Campbell attracted a fine 
field worthy of the hundred-grand purse. 

Weighted at 122 pounds, one less than Fish¬ 
erman and Jet Action, Sailor turned in one of 
the most impressive performances seen all sea¬ 
son when he scooted the distance in 1:43 3/5. 
His margin at the wire was four lengths and 
he was going easily at the end. 

Find and Jet Action tried to match strides 
with the home-bred son of Eight Thirty-Flota, 
by Jack High, in the run to the first turn, but the 
Vanderbilt and Maine Chance runners couldn’t 
contain the bold-running winner. Closest to 
Sailor at the wire was Joe Jones, Mrs. Ethel D. 
Jacobs’ Bowie and Southern Maryland Handi¬ 
cap winner. Fisherman, recovered from a 
cracked shin bone sustained in the Dixie Handi¬ 
cap last spring, was third, three lengths in ar¬ 
rears of Joe Jones. 

The Campbell was Sailor’s twelfth and last 
victory in 21 starts. Approaching the sixteenth 
pole he was seen to bobble. Jockey Willie Har- 
tack thought the colt had wrenched an ankle 
but X-rays revealed a broken pedal bone in the 
left forefoot. Thus a brilliant colt ended his rac¬ 
ing career at its apex. Just how good a race¬ 
horse Sailor is never will be known, but before 
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taking leave of the track he amply demonstrated 
his worthiness to meet the best, in this or any 
other generation. Sailor is now mending at 
Brookmeade Farm, Upperville, Virginia. It is 
planned for him to enter stud next season. 

Sailor had beaten Nashua in the Gulfstream 
Park Handicap immediately preceding the 
Campbell. Last year he won the Pimlico Special, 
and the Toboggan, Fall Highweight and Roamer 
Handicaps. The earnings of the Preston M. 
Burch-trained chestnut amount to> $321,075. 

Bad weather held attendance down to 21,530 
on Campbell Day. The handle also was disap¬ 
pointing—$1,465,508. 

THE SPEED BOYS: The inaugural running 
of the Governor’s Gold Cup last year lured the 
rapid Boston Doge, at the time considered the 
best three-year-old sprinter in the land. The 
first renewal of the Bowie race brought out River 
Divide Farm’s Decathlon, likewise tabbed as the 
fastest sprinter in the sophomore ranks. 

Decathlon’s fine record last year and this made 
him appear hotter than red flannels at a July 4 
picnic. The disillusioned chalk players bet the 
Olympia colt down to 3 to 5 and let the ultimate 
winner, Besomer, go off at 4Vl to 1. 

Decathlon set all the pace but swung wide 
on the final bend which allowed Companas 
Stable’s Besomer to skim the rail and collar the 
club-footed leader in the final yards. Besomer 
is a son of the popular young stallion, Double 
Jay, from the Rosemont mare, Little Martha. 

Companas Stable, which is Gaelic for ’partner¬ 
ship,” is owned by Colin MacLeod, Jr. and Mrs. 
H. George Schneider, of Houston, Texas. All of 
the Companas Stable horses take their names 
from appropriate Gaelic terms. Besomer (pro¬ 
nounced Bee) means ’sweeper.” It was chosen 
because the colt has two crosses of Sweep blood. 

The Governor’s Gold Cup was Besomer’s first 
stakes victory. It earned for him a crack at the 
division leaders in the Kentucky Derby. The 
colt is trained by MacLeod who maintains Dun- 
vegan Farm at Upperville, Virginia. He pur¬ 
chased Bud’s Bell, maternal grandam of Besomer, 
at Pimlico in 1946. 

Nick Shuk had the mount on Besomer in the 
Gold Cup and in the Kentucky Derby, his first. 
The Gold Cup was worth $23,600 to Companas 
Stable and raised Besomer’s earnings to $31,975,

gleaned through four wins and a second in seven 
starts. 

Decathlon, which carried 124 and gave 12 
pounds to the winner, missed by only a head. 
Happy Hill Farm’s Kingmaker was third, fol¬ 
lowed by Barclay Stable’s Polly’s Jet. 

TWO FOR TWO: The tenth running of the 
Bowie Breeders’ Stakes on April 17 brought out 
a field of ten youngsters to vie for first money 
of $5,738.33. Charles C. Jones’ Dr. Eugene J. 
was the only two-year-old in the field with a 
perfect record (one for one) but he was only 
third choice in the wagering. 

The bay son of the speedy Bolero, from the 
Psychic Bid mare, Psychic Cloud, opened an 
early lead and improved his position from there. 
At the wire he was two lengths to the fore of 
Hillside Farm’s Blue Ray, which, in turn, bet¬ 
tered Mrs. F. M. Clagett’s first-time starter, Fen- 
mar, by a length and a half. 

Dr. Eugene J. was bred by his owner at his 
Longview Farm, Kensington, and is trained by 
C. R. White. Sam Boulmetis had the mount in 
the Breeders’ Stakes. 

BUSINESS TREND: President Donald C. 
Lillis of Bowie was "satisfied” with the results 
of the 1956 meeting. One of the track’s 34 days 
was lost to hazardous conditions produced by a 
freak snowstorm on March 19, but the session 


ended with an almost neglible increase in at¬ 
tendance and a 4 per cent deficit in play. 

Total attendance was 416,110, for a daily 
average of 12,609. The total handle amounted 
to $32,352,116 for a per diem mean of $980,- 
367. Very probably had not Maryland’s severest 
spring weather in 22 years intervened the hoped- 
for average handle of a million dollars would 
have been attained. 

CAPITOL IDEA: Laurel’s opening-day fea¬ 
ture, the Capitol Handicap, was won by Boyd

Weal or Woe carried 109 pounds, one more 
than the low weighted Powder Flask, in eking 
out a head victory over Dinner Winner. Mrs. 
E. H. Augustus’ Informant, winner of the Burch 
Memorial at Bowie set the early pace but tired 
to finish two and one-half lenghths behind the 
winner. 

Eldon Nelson permitted the Eight Thirty 
horse to settle into stride before swinging him 
wide for a shot at the leaders. The Capitol was 
Weal or Woe’s ninth victory in 58 starts. The 
$7,560 purse upped his earnings in three and 
one-half seasons on the track to $47,015. E. R. 
Rey trains Weal or Woe. 

SPRING THAW: The 35th running of 
Laurel’s Chesapeake Stakes carried out the gen¬ 
eral theme in the pre-Derby warm-ups this sea¬ 
son. In the Wood Memorial and in the Blue 
Grass, as well as in the Chesapeake, colts not 
eligible for the Louisville classic took delight in 
defeating the Derby pretenders. The Chesapeake 
provided the rudest shock of all when Mrs. Cecil 
B. Fischbach’s Frosty Mr. galloped home for a 
$200.80 payoff. 

The Harvey Culp-trained winner was far back 
during the early running as Flight History, Tick 
Tock, and Nahodah vied for the lead, then 
Stanley Small turned his mount loose to gobble 
up the faltering speed horses in the stretch. King¬ 
maker was second, a length and a half behind 
the gray son of Blue Swords. Born Mighty, from 
the C. V. Whitney stable, closed well to get 
third. Nahodah and Besomer followed.

Horace N. Davis’ Bluegrass Heights Farm, Lex¬ 
ington. He has won 3 of 21 starts and $25,825. 
His time for the mile and a sixteenth was 
1:44 2/5 over a fast track. 

PIMLICO AT LAUREL: Mrs. Ben Cohen’s 
fast War Age, which defeated as good a colt as 
Fisherman at Bowie, turned in one of the swiftest 
six-furlong times of the Laurel meeting in win¬ 
ning the Maryland Sprint Handicap on April 
28. Shouldering 113 pounds, seven off top 
weight, the War Relic-Ellendale, by Bimelech, 
seven-year-old was never headed in winning by 
three lengths from Informant. Dinner Winner 
and Momus took the lesser awards. Jockey Rob¬ 
ert J. Martin rode the Eddie Yowell-trained 
winner. 

War Age has been a very useful sprinter, win¬ 
ning 23 of 63 starts and $76,420. At two he was 
second to Landseair in the Sapling Stakes. 
Earlier this season he was beaten a neck by 
Informant in the Burch Memorial, a decision he 
avenged in the Maryland Sprint Handicap. 

The veteran is owned by Mrs. Ben Cohen, 
wife of Pimlico’s treasurer. At Laurel last fall

FIVE FOR SAGAMORE: When Alfred G. 
Vanderbilts Find finished second, beaten a nose 
by Joe Jones, in the $50,000-added Lincoln 
Special, April 25, he became the fifth $300,000 
winner bred by the owner of Sagamore Farm. 
The $10,000 Find earned in that mile-and-a- 
sixteenth handicap upped his earnings to $308,- 
829, gleaned through 14 victories, 9 seconds, 
and 5 thirds in 41 starts. 

In his penultimate start, the six-year-old 
gelded son of Discovery-Stellar Role, by Bime- 
lech, won the Excelsior Handicap from Joe 
Jones and Fisherman. 

Vanderbilts other $300,000 winners are Bed 
o’ Roses, Next Move, Native E>ancer, and Social 
Outcast. 

FULL O’ BLARNEY: Last month we called 
attention to the fact that on the same day Some¬ 
time Thing won the Barbara Frietchie Handicap 
at Bowie, Reginald N. Webster’s first-time start¬ 
er, Prophets Bell, won a maiden race on the 
same program. The connection was that Some¬ 
time Thing was grand champion at the Mary¬ 
land Horse Breeders’ Association’s Yearling 
Show in 1953, and Prophets Bell was reserve 
champion last year. 

Since revealing her early promise at Bowie, 
Prophets Bell has added Jamaica’s Rosedale 
Stakes to maintain her unblemished (two for 
two) record. The young daughter of Prophets 
Thumb-Two Bells, by * Blenheim II, won easily 
by four and one-half lengths in 1:00 2/5 for the 
five furlongs. Anita V. and Dotty Bishop were 
second and third. 

Her two victories have earned for Mr. Web¬ 
ster $15,028. Two Bells was purchased by Rigan 
McKinney several years ago at public auction. 
The mare has produced the winners: Southamp¬ 
ton, Trifle, Charlotterusse, Just Desert, Terri- 
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tory, Rum Bumble, as well as the stakes winners 
Spanish Cream and Prophets Bell. 

Spanish Cream, 1948, by * Brown King, was 
a champion mare on the West Coast and won 
$126,650. 

McKinney will sell a half-brother (by Mr. 
Busher) to Prophets Bell at Saratoga in August. 
The Rosedale winner was one of four yearlings 
in the McKinney Saratoga consignment last 
summer. She was knocked down to her present 
owner for $3,700, and already she has proved 
a fine investment. 

SPOTLIGHT ON *RUSTOM SIRDAR: C. 
L. Dupay’s five-year-old gelding Gaidar is focus¬ 
ing attention on *Rustom Sirdar, which stands 
at C. O. Ferguson’s White Marsh Stock Farm, 
Mount Airy. Gaidar is the winner of the Le- 
Comte Handicap at Fair Grounds and the Hal¬ 
landale Handicap at Gulfstream Park. His latest 
success brought his seasonal earnings up to $29,-

Handicap. 

Gaidar, from the * Bright Knight mare, 
Knights Gal, is trained by W. C. Prickett, Sr., 
and was ridden in the Hallandale by Earl Van 
Hook. In his previous start Gaidar finished sec¬ 
ond to Swaps, beaten 2V\ lengths, in an over¬ 
night handicap in which he carried 105 pounds 
to the Ellsworth colts 130. 

COMMISSION RULINGS: On April 1 the 
Maryland Racing Commission suspended the 
training license of James McGee for six months. 
McGee was held responsible for the condition 
of Gough W. Thompson’s Morning After, win¬ 
ner at Bowie, March 16. Urinalysis of Morning 
After revealed traces of a drug "the nature of 
caffeine.” McGee was suspended on a similar 
charge ten years ago, involving the horse 
British Buddy. McGee pleaded innocent. Wit¬ 
nesses in McGee’s behalf sought to explain the 
presence of caffeine by intimating that the horse 
had eaten coffee-drenched hay. 

In another case, the One Throw incident, the 
Commission warned Trainer Claude Feltner on 
entering a "frivolous claim of foul.” Feltner 
charged that on the night of April 5 someone 
had entered the stall of One Throw, removed a 
protective bandage and boot, and struck the 
animal on the leg with such force as to produce 
a swelling. Feltner reported the incident to the 
stewards who ordered the Henry H. Hecht- 
owned plater from the day’s program. 

Investigation revealed conflicting statements. 
Clocker Peg Keats testified he had seen One 
Throw on the track, accompanied by Stable 
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Foreman Charles Butler, on the morning fol¬ 
lowing the alleged attack. Keats said the horse 
was galloped. Butler contended that Keats mis¬ 
took a stablemate for One Throw. Later in¬ 
vestigation failed to substantiate Feltner’s 
charges, whereupon the Commission warned 
the trainer that it would not tolerate such al¬ 
legations unless they could be backed up. 

GALA WEEK: Pimlico is making prepara¬ 
tions for a festive program during Preakness 
week. Assured of a top-flight field for the middle 
jewel of the Triple Crown, the Maryland Jockey 
Club is wrapping up an attractive schedule of 
events leading up to the big race. The Preakness 
Ball has been revived and will be held at the 
Southern Hotel on the eve of the race. Another 
revival is the Powder Puff Preakness, which will 
be staged on the morning of the classic.

Proposed changes in the apprentice allowance 
rule were considered at a public hearing by the 
New York State Racing Commission at Bel¬ 
mont Park, April 19. The changes were dis¬ 
cussed with representatives of the American 
Trainers’ Association, the Horsemen’s Benev¬ 
olent and Protective Association, The Jockey 
Club, the Jockeys’ Guild, the New York Turf 
Writers’ Association and the Chairman of the 
Committee on Uniform Rules and Procedure of 
the National Association of State Racing Com¬ 
missioners, as well as others who appeared in 
their individual capacity. It is believed that the 
rule as formulated will be acceptable to these 
groups. 

Since it is generally felt that the apprentice 
rule is one that should be uniform throughout 
the country, the Commission has decided to 
defer formal amendment of its present rule 
until its July Meeting. Copies of the proposed 
rule will be sent to the National Association 
of State Racing Commissioners, and there will 
probably be some discussion of the matter at 
the Chicago Convention of the Association at 
Chicago in June. 

The proposed new rule reads as follows: 

PROPOSED RULE 278 (a): 

Any male between the ages of sixteen and 
twenty-five who has of his own free will, and, 
if under age, with the written consent of his 
parents or guardian, bound himself to an owner 
or trainer for a term of not less than three nor 
more than five years (subject to written exten¬ 
sion if made for less than five years) by written 
contract approved by and filed with The Jockey 
Club, and after at least one year service with 
a racing stable, may claim in all overnight races, 
except handicaps, the following allowances: 

(1) Five pounds until he has ridden forty 
winners; if he has ridden forty winners 
prior to the end of one year from date 
of riding his first winner, the five pound 
allowance continues until the end of that 
year. 

(2) After the completion of conditions 
above, for one year he may claim three 
pounds when riding horses owned or 
trained by his original contract em¬ 
ployer provided his contract has not been 
transferred or sold since he rode his first 
winner. 

(3) The holder of the contract at the time 
the boy rides his first winner shall be 
considered the original contract em¬ 
ployer.

■HHHHHBHby RALEIGH BURROUGHS 


A BOUT once a year, I have to write about Mr. 

- Tommy Shehan, who is an editor, but other¬ 
wise a person of highly moral character. Every 
year, he comes down from bleak, rockbound 
Massachusetts to witness the running of the 
Maryland Hunt Cup. Just as sure as the swal¬ 
lows return to Capistrano on the same day 
every year, Mr. Shehan shows up on the morn¬ 
ing of the Hunt. 

Mr. Shehan has been associated with horses 
and racing for some seasons—about all his sea¬ 
sons. He was a little boy with a pony and later 
a man with a horse. He has typed miles of 
lines about the adventures of equines on the 
course and served a few terms as steward. 

He thinks it is fallacious to burn a bunch 
of dried leaves in a piece of tissue paper and 
draw the smoke into the lungs. He does not 
require alcohol to settle his nerves because his 
nerves do not need settling. Nor does he traffic 
with the mutuels or the illegally operating, but 
Federal-taxed, bookie. Indeed, the layers are 
anathema to him. 

It makes you wonder what he does with his 
money. 

The remarkable part about Mr. Shehan is 
that, despite his odious lack of reprehensible 
habits, he has a wide circle of friends; and 
these friends are tinctured, to a man, with 
normal depravities. 

When the morning of the county spectacular 
dawns, I awake knowing that at eleven o’clock 
my phone will ring and Mr. Tommy Shehan 
will be speaking Massachusetts English from 
the other end, and that half an hour later, Mr. 
Shehan and friends will troop into my office 
and bear me away to Tufton Avenue. 

The Shehan on-to-the-Hunt unit this year 
was made up of an editor (another one), an 
advertising executive, a printer and an associ¬ 
ate editor (female). That makes six, if you 
count Mr. Shehan and me—and please do. 
When you add the Baltimore and Washington 
society editors, the point-to-point editor of 
The Chronicle and the other racing editors who 
were there because they were paid to be, you 
can see that the meadow was well-infested with 
editors. 

The visitors from the North were introduced, 
immediately upon their arrival, to a feature of 
the Glyndon gambol that is a neat parallel to 
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Hialeah’s parade of the flamingos. At the 
Florida horse park, just before the renewal of 
the Flamingo Stakes, somebody behind the 
tropical vegetation chases the flamingos across 
the infield. This has become a tradition. 

For the last two seasons, before the Hunt, 
we have had the parade of the Herefords. 
Somebody goes up into that north pasture and 
chases a herd of white-faced steers east for a 
quarter of a mile. It sort of gets you into the 
mood, though this season there was one roan 
ringer. Maybe this will become a tradition, too. 

The weather, the beauty of the course and 
some splendid riding delighted the men from 
Mass., one of whom was witnessing his first 
timber test. He is an editor from Salem. 

"It was more fun than witch-burning,” he 
declared. 

After the race, Mr. Shehan and the Salem 
infinitive unsplitter took off for the Derby. I 
caught up with them in Louisville later. 

It was a strange contrast of weekends. From 
the leisurely country picnic in Baltimore to the 
bourbon shivaree at Louisville is a trip into 
another world—into outer space, maybe. 

Derby Town was up to standard in noise and 
inconvenience. A good four-dollar room could 
be had for $30; taxi drivers threw away their 
meters. 

People were rushing about 24 hours a day. 
It was not easy to get eight hours of slumber 
and nobody wished to. Ihe last thing anyone 
did was go to bed. As one gathering broke 
up another coagulated. 

All these things were fun. 

My only objection to Louisville was the con¬ 
vention of garbage collectors that was held un¬ 
der my hotel window every morning at 5 a.m. 

They must test the mettle of the metal by 
dropping the trash repositories to the street 
from a high altitude. The practice is not con¬ 
ducive to sleep. 

Mr. Shehan took it all in stride, because he’s 
been over the course before; but the gent who 
was seeing it all for the first time—and he had 
made up nis mind to go only at the last minute 
—was a bit dazzled. 

"The Maryland Hunt one week and the Derby 
the next!” he murmured before I left him. "I 
don’t know when I’ve had so much fun.” 

He’ll probably never look at another witch. 
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MY LADY’S MANOR. Showing nary a 
trace of his once-famous sulky temperament, 
# Lancrel won a four-length victory in the My 
Lady’s Manor steeplechase on April 14 in the 
first of Maryland’s "big three” of timber racing. 

Hugh J. O’Donovan’s French import was 
ridden by Frank A. Bonsai, Jr., son of one of the 
country’s leading trainers of flat horses, who 
himself won five My Lady’s Manor races during 
his ’chasing career. *Lancrel’s trainer was Mrs. 
H. Robertson Fenwick, honorary whipper-in of 
the Green Spring Valley Hunt and generally 
regarded as one of Maryland’s best all-around 
horsewomen. 

*Lancrel, a gray eleven-year-old, went the 
"about three miles” in 6:15% after staying just 
off the pace set by Harry A. Love’s 1953 Mary¬ 
land Hunt Cup victor, Third Army. Young 
Bonsai coasted along easily in Third Army’s 
wake until the fourteenth jump, when the front¬ 
runner began to tire. Then *Lancrel took over 
the lead, followed by W. B. Thompson on his 
own Gofetchit, which was another four lengths 
ahead of the fading Third Army at the finish. 

*Lancrel’s early racing in this country was in 
colors of Mrs. Henry Obre, from whom his pres¬ 
ent owner obtained him with the idea of mak¬ 
ing a hunter out of him. *Lancrel had run over 
hurdles and brush at the hunt meetings and in 
New York, without much success because of 
his difficult temperament. 

A youthful steeplechase rider, 15-year-old 
Benjamin H. Griswold IV, won the secondary 
feature, the John Rush Streett Memorial, on his 
father’s Bon Cloth. The winner went over the 
same course as # Lancrel in 6:16%, just one sec¬ 
ond slower than the earlier race. 

O’Donovan, this time riding his own Boro- 
bash, came from far back in the final half-mile 
for second place behind Bon Cloth. The Gris¬ 
wold family won first and third in the race, for 
Mrs. Griswold’s Old Fashioned, after setting 
some of the pace, wound up third with young 
Bonsai up. 

The day was particularly noteworthy because 
there was only one spill during the two races; 
L. P. Boyce’s Ole Irish failed to make the eighth 
jump in the Streett Memorial. 

THE GRAND NATIONAL. An invader 
from Virginia, Cyrus Manierre’s Uncle Pierre. 
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won his first start of the current timber-racing 
season as he never was extended in capturing 
the Grand National Point-to-Point on April 21 
by a length and a half over Benjamin H. Gris¬ 
wold Ill’s Infraction. 

B. H. "Laddie” Murray had a much more 
pleasant trip aboard Uncle Pierre in this race 
than he did over the same course in 1955, when 
the bay son of Petrose ran off the course after 
about a mile. But this time Uncle Pierre had no 
tricks up his sleeve except winning ones. Mur¬ 
ray also rode him to victory in last year’s War- 
renton Gold Cup, after he had won the Mary¬ 
land Hunt Cup on another horse, * Land’s 
Corner. 

Seven went to the post in the "little” Grand 
National, with Harry A. Love’s Third Army in 
his familiar role as pace-setter. Murray kept 
Uncle Pierre far back while Third Army, close¬ 
ly pursued by E. H. "Tiger” Bennett on Infrac¬ 
tion, went barreling over 14 of the 18 fences. 
It was after the 14th that Third Army was 
bumped by Infraction as they went through a 
gap in a post-and-rail fence. Rider Philip Fan¬ 
ning later claimed a foul against Bennett, but 
the stewards did not allow it; Third Army got 
in close and fell at the next fence. 

Meanwhile Uncle Pierre, running along 
easily, was closing on the leaders. Going into 
the last fence he jumped on even terms with 
Infraction and then pulled ahead, winning by 
a length and a half. T. S. Nichols’ Starboard, 
ridden by Stokes Lott, was third, outdistancing 
the fourth horse, Gen. Richard K. Mellon’s In¬ 
duction. 

Casualties along the way, none of them in¬ 
jured, were Kathleen McKinney’s Sohrab, 
which fell at the sixth; Hugh O’Donovan’s 
Borobash, at the 17th; and the aforementioned 
Third Army, which came back lame and thus 
was a doubtful starter in the following week’s 
Maryland Hunt Cup. 

For many spectators, the real story of the day 
was in the Western Run Plate, which was won 
by Earl Wilhelm on a real "gift horse,” Mighty 
Casey. Earl, a blacksmith in the Harford 
County area, for many years had dreamed of 
owning and riding a winner over timber. A 
friend gave him Mighty Casey, which hitherto 
had been run only on the flat, and Earl schooled 
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and conditioned the gelding himself. Also, set¬ 
ting his sights on this race early, he began diet¬ 
ing last December and lost 60 pounds, weigh¬ 
ing in for this race at 171. 

The foxhunting blacksmith was one of four 
starters, taking the lead at the third fence. 
Mighty Casey maintained his advantage for a 
time, then surrendered it to *Octavia’s Son, 
owned by Gen. Mellon. This gray went down 
at the 14th fence, however, so Mighty Casey 
went on to win by himself. Behind him, the 
scene was chaotic; Sidney Gadd had been hav¬ 
ing his troubles with Rough Pastime, owned by 
Dr. John Gadd. First Rough Pastime had 
whirled at the start. Then he stopped at the 
third, digging his toes in so hard that he lost 
Sidney, who promptly remounted. He con¬ 
tinued driving his mount over fences until 
Rough Pastime hit the 16th jump, again losing 
his jock. While the crowd yelled encourage¬ 
ment, Sidney remounted for the second time and 
got across the finish line. 

THE MARYLAND HUNT CUP. Certainly 
many valuable lessons, ranging from moral to 
psychological, can be gleaned from almost any 
renewal of the Maryland Hunt Cup. But this 
years seems to be: if you would win a Hunt 
Cup, first you get yourself a cantankerous, 
ornery, annoying old horse that nobody else 
wants— 

Like *Lancrel, the most recent winner. Or 
like * Land’s Corner, who (as they say) got the 
job done last year. Both of ’em notoriously 
temperamental, suitable for equine psycho¬ 
analysis, and—just incidentally—both trained 
by the delicate touch of the feminine hand, after 
being given up as hopeless by a number of men 
trainers. 

The sulky disposition of *Lancrel is as famous 
in the horse world as that of His not-so-Serene 
Highness, the Prince of Monaco, is elsewhere. 
The gray French-bred, now eleven years old, ran 
around the hunt meetings and the tracks with 


a noteworthy lack of success — not because he 
couldn’t run and jump, but only because he 
wouldn’t. He was kept at the task because oc¬ 
casionally, on the days when he got up on the 
right side of his stall, he had positively brilliant 
flashes of form, until he dug his toes in, or re¬ 
fused to break, or wheeled where no horse ever 
had found reason to wheel before. 

Hugh J. O’Donovan, then Master of Green 
Spring Valley Hunt, bought *Lancrel in June, 
1953, for what was rumored at the time as "for 
a song, and a plagiarized song at that.” O’Dono¬ 
van needed several hunters, and such was 
*Lancrel’s destiny, although he ran once at Dela¬ 
ware Park in the O’Donovan colors before be¬ 
ing shipped to the farm. 

Today the gray horse’s trainer, Jill Fenwick, 
will tell you that several seasons of foxhunting 
have turned the trick with the ornery gray. 

"He won’t gallop, he won’t work, but he will 
hunt,” says Mrs. Fenwick, who is wife of H. 
Robertson Fenwick, present MFH of Green 
Spring, and herself is an honorary whipper-in. 
"He’s hunted every Saturday, all season long, 
and frequently during the week, too. It’s made 
all the difference in him.” 

If you ask O’Donovan, however, he will tell 
you that Jill Fenwick is the cause of it all. And 
"it all” now means the Maryland Hunt Cup, 
about which timber racing folk have been weav¬ 
ing their dreams for lo, these 60 years. 

Although the gray horse had won the My 
Lady’s Manor two weeks earlier, he went to the 
post in this year’s Maryland the second favorite 
to Cyrus Manniere’s Uncle Pierre, which had 
taken the "Little” Grand National seven days 
before. Each horse had to his credit a victory 
in the Virginia Gold Cup; *Lancrel had amazed 
the experts by winning it in 1954, and Uncle 
Pierre won it last year. 

Aboard *Lancrel was Frank A. Bonsai, Jr., 
a 19-year-old Princeton freshman whose talent 
for getting along with *Lancrel was established

in that Virginia Gold Cup two years ago; it was 
young Bonsais first trip between the flags, and 
*Lancrel obligingly broke his maiden. If 
"horses for courses” is a Turf axiom, "jocks for 
horses” is another—and gentleman rider Bonsai 
is the boy for *Lancrel, who certainly is no 
gentleman. 

Eugene Weymouth and Gold Tar were first 
away at the start, with *Lancrel going easily 
some lengths off the pace. ("I wish I could tell 
something from the look in *Lancrel’s eye,” 
someone said wistfully as they headed into the 
second.) 

It was at the third, an imposing heap of 
brand new rails, that last year’s winner, *Land’s 
Corner, met his Waterloo. It was a wicked look¬ 
ing spill; spectators were sure that the old Irish 


horse had broken his neck. But in a matter of 
moments—which seemed like days—he man¬ 
aged to get up. 

*Lancrel moved up to third place, behind 
Gold Tar and William B. Thompson on his own 
Gofetchit. At the seventh, Starboard lost rider 
Stokes Lott, and then the real trouble began. 
Starboard kept on his feet, galloped with the 
leaders, and was a constant menace for about 
two miles, when he finally left the course. But 
meanwhile *Lancrel, Gofetchit and Gold Tar 
were running together and Starboard weaved in 
and out among them. 

Many a seasoned race-rider would have been 
unnerved at the thought of being bumped by a 
loose horse on his quarters—but not this Bonsai 
lad, who was bred for the sport; his father won

the same race in 1927 and 1928. Young Frank 
never looked back, never seemed to notice Star¬ 
board’s constant threat. 

At the twelfth fence, Infraction took out one 
of those solid, brand-new rails and went head- 
over-tincups with Grover Stephens, of Warren- 
ton, who later said that he bailed out as far as 
possible when he heard the splintering timber. 
Neither was hurt. Behind them, Uncle Pierre 
refused and, in the ensuing scramble, broke his 
martingale. Rider E. H. "Tiger” Bennett tried 
to finish the course, but the flapping leather was 
a hindrance and he was pulled up at the 20th 
fence, within sight of the finish. 

Gold Tar, which had been running gamely, 
hit the 17th fence hard and tore out four rails 
of a five-rail fence. Anyone who has ever walked 


up to these timber fences can realize the danger 
of hitting one of them; rider Weymouth went 
to Union Memorial Hospital with head in¬ 
juries. (The 13th fence, which for years has 
had the reputation for being the worst on the 
course, is known as the "Union Memorial,” but 
this year, it claimed no victims.) 

Now it was * Lancrel, with Christopher 
Greer, Jr.’s Rayquick making his move. Rider 
Mike Smithwick, who has won five Hunt Cups, 
said afterwards that "I moved at him, and 
thought I had him—but he moved away from 
me like he was a fresh horse.” 

It was like that to the wire. * Lancrel, ob¬ 
viously in his most "jumping-est” mood, fenced 
like everybody’s dream horse. He landed over

A vast array of almost 900 trotters and pacers, 
carrying the colors of stables from all sections 
of the United States and Canada and spearheaded 
by some of the most superb performers the 
standardbred breed has yet produced, were on 
hand at Rosecroft Raceway for the opening on 
May 7 of the lengthiest trotting season in 
Maryland history. 

During the 96 nights of pari-mutuel harness 
racing along the Free State circuit these stalwarts 
of the sulky will clash for pretty close to a 
million dollars in purses. The prospects have 
never been brighter for the harness sport in this 
state, with new highs anticipated in racing per¬ 
formances, attendance, and action at the 
windows. 

The Maryland circuit is made up of four of 
the nations major night harness tracks, but at 
the moment the 24-night Rosecroft meet is the 
focal point of excitement and speculation. The 
lead-off session at the Oxon Hill oval will be 
followed by 24-night meets starting June 4 at 
Laurel Raceway, the States pioneer night trot¬ 
ting oval, and July 2 at Ocean Downs Raceway 
at the resort center of Ocean City. 

Then the trotters and pacers will leave the 
state temporarily for 50 nights in Delaware, 
returning for the novel fall meeting which will 
extend from October 5 through November 1 at 
Baltimore Raceway. 

Under the leadership of President John W. 
Miller and General Manager Joseph M. Lynch, 
Rosecroft Raceway has been improved and 
prettied up. The meet features the richest har¬ 
ness race in Maryland history—the $35,000 
William E. Miller Memorial Pace. 

A tribute to the memory of the late founder 
and president of the track, the Miller Memorial 
has lured the cream of the 1956 two-year-old 
pacing crop, including numerous offspring of 
the phenomenal Adios. 

Del Miller, whose magic touch has brought 
championship honors to many performers and 
who won the first annual Miller Memorial last 
year at the reins of Knight Patrol, has kept a 
number of his hottest prospects eligible. Billy 
Haughton, who has been the nation’s leading 
driver for the past four seasons, also has invested 
a small fortune in keeping his bright lights 
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eligible. He finished second last year with Belle 
Acton, which wound up as the top two-year-old 
of 1955 and is now rated the "horse to beat” in 
three-year-old ranks. 

Adios Harry, the fastest harness horse of all 
time, was voted the "pacer to beat in 1956” by 
a panel of experts and has lived up to advance 
billings by winning his first start of the season 
in New York in a blistering 2:02-4/5. He 
heads a galaxy of speed specialists staked in 
Rosecroft’s free-for-all pacing feature—the 
$5,000 Good Time on May 19, the $10,000 
Henry Volo on May 25, and the $10,000 first 
leg of Maryland’s "Triple Crown” series on 
May 30. 

This will be the first Maryland appearance 
for the fabled "wonder horse,” although his half- 
brother and arch-rival, Adios Boy, made his 
presence felt in this state last year by winning 
two of the three legs of the Triple Crown and 
setting a track record of 2:00-1/5 at Baltimore 
Raceway which was also the speediest perform¬ 
ance of the Maryland season. He will be back 
in the Triple Crown stakes again this year and 
the enmity between the two bkxxl brothers 
should certainly provide some of the most 
memorable moments of the season. 

The Adios brothers will not have things to 
themselves by any means. Their opposition at 
Rosecroft and other Maryland tracks include 
such titans as Quick Chief, Hillsota, Philip 
Scott, B. Haven, Chuck Volo, Torrid and Wil¬ 
mington’s Star. Most of these celebrities need 
no introduction to Maryland fans. Philip Scott 
won the $15,000 Laurel Invitational last year in 
2:00-3/5 and Hillsota won two of the three 
Triple Crown legs in 1954 and one last year. 

Quick Chief was voted the "three-year-old 
pacer of the year” in 1955, after winning the 
sport’s two richest pacing classics—the $65,000 
Little Brown Jug and the $71,000 Yonkers 
Futurity. He set a new record for sophomore 
pacing earnings with a season’s accumulation 
of $95,874. 

B’Haven, owned by Sally Jane Austin, 20-year- 
old coed of Morrison, Ill., last year joined the 
harness sport’s most exclusive club, composed 
of those horses which have raced a mile in 
2:00 or better on a half-mile track. 
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Adios Harry, Keystoner and Quick Chief all 
are past winners of the $65,000 Little Brown 
Jug, the sport’s supreme test for pacers. 

On the trotting side, the array of Rosecroft 
free-for-all nominees is no less impressive. The 
$7,500 Rosecroft Cup on May 16 and the $10,- 
000 Symbol Gantle on June 1 have drawn such 
"Who's Who" exponents of the diagonal gait 
as Lord Steward, top active money-winning har¬ 
ness horse with more than $275,000; Stenog¬ 
rapher, holder of numerous world records and 
"Harness Horse of the Year” in 1954; Lady 
Dunn, who won the hearts of Maryland rail- 
birds by winning four $10,000 stakes in this 
state last season against gargantuan odds; New¬ 
port Dream, winner of the $100,000 Hamble- 
tonian in 1953, and many others. 

An innovation at the Oxon Hill track this 
year will be two great new events for three-year- 
olds, the $5,000 Governor’s Cup Trot on May 18 
and the $7,500 Vic Fleming Memorial Pace on 
May 23. The former has attracted at least a 
dozen crack eligibles for this year’s Hamble- 
tonian, including the favored Saboteur. The 
latter has lured a number of Jug eligibles, head¬ 
ed by Belle Acton, the early book favorite. 

The Rosecroft official family has been en¬ 
hanced within the last month by two distin¬ 
guished additions. 

Jimmy Johnson, 52-year-old nationally known 
sportsman and horseman, of Kensington, Md., 
has been appointed Assistant to the President. 
Johnson is a director of the Hambletonian 
Society and Honorary Vice President of the 
sport’s grand circuit. 

His colorful career embraces achievements as 
a professional football and semi-pro baseball 
promoter, Cavalry and Air Force officer, polo 
player, owner of nationally famous horse show 
and harness racing stables, professional golfer, 
and harness racing official. 

Bill Yokum, 33-year-old harness official of 
Clyde, O., has been named Paddock Judge for 
the Rosecroft meet. A former high school 
teacher and college basketball star, Yokum has 
served as Associate Judge at Hilliards (Ohio) 
Raceway; Clerk of the Course at Maryland’s 
Ocean Downs Raceway; and Paddock Judge at 
Delaware’s Brandywine and Kent & Sussex 
Raceways. 

Back at Rosecroft again this season will be 
Racing Secretary Ted Leonard; Assistant Race 
Secretary Don D’Andrea; Starting Judge Dr. A. 
C. Goff; Mutuel Manager Joe Blimline; Admis¬ 
sions Director Jack Boylan; Program Director 
Nick Parker; and Advertising and Publicity 
Director Dave Herman.

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Why At Night?

I have been asked by a great many people, in¬ 
cluding a number of horsemen, "why foals are 
born during the night.” 

Having been attached to the breeding end 
of the game for a number of years, I will en¬ 
deavor, in my humble way, to give you my 
version. 

Many, many years ago, before horses were 
used by man, these horses formed large herds 
and traveled in herds hunting for food. 

These horses would go to the highlands and 
lowlands at different periods to obtain the vari¬ 
ous kinds of pastures and herbs, as prescribed 
by nature. They would travel during the day¬ 
light and rest at night. 

It seems that nature provided that their off¬ 
spring be born at night. 

Had their foals been born during the day, 
the mother could not travel with the herd. As 
is usually the case, the mother stays with her 
foal until it can travel. 

Being born at night, when the herd was rest¬ 
ing, after three hours the mare and foal could 
travel with the herd. In the majority of cases 
foals can stand up on their legs 30 minutes after 
birth.

Pimlico’s familiar 60-man band will make its 
appearance on the track following the second 
race and will serenade the fans for the rest of 
the afternoon from an infield position. 

The Preakness Prep, final test for sophomore 
hopefuls, will be renewed on Monday, May 14. 
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Other events during Preakness Week include 
a special program on Wednesday for 500 visit¬ 
ing members of the Baltimore Advertising Club, 
the Dinner Party Purse on Thursday afternoon, 
followed by a party in the old clubhouse, the 
$10,000 Mr. Fitz Handicap on Friday after¬ 
noon and the Preakness Ball at Baltimore’s 
Southern Hotel on Friday night.

Bowie Winner In Cherry Hill 

A bumper crop of 91 two-year-olds has been 
made eligible for the third running of the 
$10,000 added Cherry Hill Stakes at Garden 
State Park on Wednesday, May 23. 

The Cherry Hill, at five furlongs, is the lone 
fixture for juveniles of both sexes at the spring 
meeting, and was the most lavishly patronized 
of nine added money events. 

A pair of stakes winners tops the Cherry Hill 
roster. One is Brookmeade Stable’s Encore, win¬ 
ner of Gulfstream Park’s Juvenile Stakes. The 
Sun Briar colt brought to a halt the victory skein 
of King Hairan while annexing this important 
victory, and has won two additional races in 
four outings this year. 

The other stakes victor is Dr. Eugene J., win¬ 
ner of the recent Bowie Breeders’ Stakes. This 
was the second straight victory for the son of 
the record-holding Bolero. Dr. Eugene J. is 
named for Dr. Eugene Jones of Kensington, 
Md., father of the owner and breeder of the colt. 

Neddie Dies 

Neddie, the "Black Prince,” one of the most 
promising racehorses of the late ’20’s, is dead. 
The son of the undefeated Colin succumbed 
at Red Bank, N. J. on May 3 at the Oak Glen 
Farm of W. W. Vaughn. He was 30 years old. 

Neddie raced only one year, as a two-year- 
old in 1928, but deported himself so well in 
such company as Blue Larkspur, Dr. Freeland 
and other outstanding youngsters that he was 
acclaimed one of the tops in his division. He 
became seriously ill with pneumonia the winter 
of ’28-’29 and was taken out of training, finally 
being retired to stud at Willis Sharpe Kilmer’s 
Court Manor nursery in Virginia in October, 
1929. 

As a stallion Neddie acquired much of his 
fame. He sired winners of more than $2,000,- 
000, including Good Goods, which later sired 
the brilliant Alsab. Other stakes winners among 
his progeny included Nedayr, Ned Reigh, Trail¬ 
er, American Wolf, Salto, Briar White and 
Nedorable. 

Neddie raced for Edward Beale (Ned) Mc¬ 
Lean, of the Washington publishing family. The 
colt’s name originally was registered with The 
Jockey Club as Plank Walker, but his trainer, 
Johnny Schorr, later suggested that he be re¬ 
named Neddie in honor of his owner. Neddie 
won five of 12 races as a two-year-old, includ¬ 
ing the Eastern Shore Stakes at Havre de Grace 
and the Johnson Stakes at Laurel, and earned 
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$44,000. He finished second twice and third 
twice. 

He was one of the winter choices for the 
1929 Kentucky Derby, Preakness and Belmont 
Stakes, but was withdrawn because of his ill¬ 
ness. 

Neddie was a handsome Thoroughbred. He 
was coal black, with a white star on his fore¬ 
head and in conformation he resembled his 
sire, Colin, in almost every way. Neddie was 
out of the mare, Black Flag, she by * Light 
Brigade. 

After making about ten seasons at stud in 
Virginia, during which time his offspring com¬ 
manded high prices at the Saratoga sales, Ned¬ 
die was sold to Vaughn at auction in 1940. He 
probably was the oldest horse in stud duty at 
the time of his death, standing for a fee of 
$700 at Oak Glen. 

Hagyard Re-Elected 

Dr. Charles E. Hagyard was re-elected presi¬ 
dent of the Breeders’ Sales Company at the an¬ 
nual meeting of the organization held Friday 
at the Campbell House, in Lexington. 

Also, re-elected were A. B. Hancock, Jr., vice- 
president, and Leslie Combs II, secretary-treas¬ 
urer. 

Re-elected for three-year terms as directors 
were Ira Drymon, Tollie Young, Mrs. Parker 
B. Poe, and Hancock. 

William E. Evans, general manager of the 
sales company which annually conducts the 
Keeneland Sales, announced in a financial re¬ 
port, that the company had enjoyed its most 
successful year in 12 years of operation. 

In the fiscal year, ending March 31, 1956, 
the company sold 1,263 Thoroughbreds for 
$7,122,700. The previous record-sales-year was 
1954 when the company’s gross business totaled 
$6,724,400. 

In its dozen years, the sales company has 
auctioned 14,907 horses for $62,723,225. 

Evans also announced a patronage dividend 
to consignors amounting to $37,935. Author¬ 
ized a sales commission of five per cent, the 
company was able to conduct its year’s opera¬ 
tion on a commission of approximately AV 2 
per cent, returning the balance to the sellers.
